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Canadians in Drive on 
|. Lens Restore to France 
Productive Coal Mines 


Cost In Casualties Far Less Than In Some Minor Operations—Gain 
Of Ground Greater Than In Any Action Since Capture Of Vimy 
Ridge—Coulotte, Leavette and Almost All Avion Firmly Held— 
Result Due To Intimate Co-Operation Of All Arms of Service, 


(By Canadian Overseas Correspondent) 

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Friday, June 29, via Lon- 
don,—Success, unexpectedly great and 
complete, at a cost in casualties far 
less than in some recent unimportant 
engagements has attended the drive 
of the Canadians along the valley of 
the Souchez toward Lens during the 
past week. ‘The gain of ground is 
greater than in any action since the 
capture of Vimy Ridge, and the land 
restored to France includes some of 
her most productive coal mines, Cou- 
jotte, Leavette, and almost all of 
Avion, are firmly held and on that 
part of the plain east of Vimy where, 
a week ago, no one could show him- 
self above the top of the trenches 
without drawing the fire of snipers 
and machine guns, a man may now 
walk in the open, erect and unper- 
turbed. This result was been obtained 
by that intimate co-operation between 
the infantry and artillery arms of the 
service, which has done so much to 
@ive the Canadians an honorable name 
at the front. A splendid physical con- 
dition of the men in the trenches, as 
well as their unquenchable spirit, has 
been of vital importance. 

Hand-to-Hund Fighting 

Lying out in the water-soaked 
ground along the Souchez river this 
afternoon, still under fire are the 
troops who attacked the enemy at 2.30 
o'clock on Thursday morning in the 
outskirts of Avion, The Germans put 
up a resistance so strong that some 
of the advanced parties were forced 
to retire. At seven o'clock in the 
Morning they attacked again and af- 
ter hard hand-to-hand fighting, the 
Fesult of which was seen in the num- 
ber of German dead remaining on the 
field, they pressed forward toward the 
western part of the village. The same 
men took part in a third attack with- 
in twenty-four hours. This was 
launched at 7 o'clock last night, and 
after they had once again reached the 
goal set for them they laid themselves 
down to sleep the sleep of utter ex- 
haustion amid a downpour of torren- 
tial rain, 

Paul, speaking of the heroes of the 


Jewish people, used the phrase, “Of 
whom the world was not worthy.” 

All that Canada's heroes ask is that 
the nation whose colors they carry 
shall be worthy of them, 

Enemy Floods Country 

The situation on I'riday afternoon 
is regarded as most satisfactory, The 
enemy, by damaging the Souchez 
river, by blowing up the highway and 
the railway bridges crossing the can- 
al, and by obstructing the conecting 
channels through the marshes in the 
region southwest of Lens, has placed 
a belt of inundated land between 
himself.and the Canadian corps along 
a front of over a mile. He has not 
been able thus to cover his entire front ; 
south of the city, but he has short- 
ened up the line of possible attack. 
The Inundations are a cover to the 
weakness the enemy would not have 
betrayed a few months ago, because 
they reveal his intention to wage a 
purely defensive warfare along this 
part of the line. 


Not What It Was 


There are daily increasing signs that 
the German man-power is no longer 
what it was. The number of enemy 
heer t in the field apepars little less 
than before the opening of the spring 
operations, but the spirit of the men 
is no longer that of assured victors. 
One prisoner taken yesterday gave as- 
surance of this disillusionment, If 
the war does not end soon, he said, 
there will be a revolution in Germany, 
This changed spirit is not due to un- 
der feeding. Most of the German 
prisoners are well nourished. 

A big guardsman taken, who was 
at least six feet four in height, fought 
like a wildcat when cornered till h@ 
was badly wounded and was so heavy 
that four bearers could make no head- 
way carrying him over the wet and 
slippery chalk to a dressing station. 
Many of the guard and the grenadier 
corps captured or killed are veritable 
sons of Anak. The change in their 
ideas to how the war wil lend {fs all 
the more significant because it was 
not brought about by hunger or pri- 
vation, 


FOUR LARGE 
CARGO BOATS 
TORPEDOED 


American Line — No 
Passengers. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

BOSTON, June 29.—The torpedoing 
and sinking of four large British car- 
60 carriers was announced in a de- 
Spatch to local insurance offices today. 
The steamer were the Ultonia of the 
Cunard line, 10,402 tons; Haverford, 
of the American line, 11,685 tons; 
Buffalo, Wilson Jiner, 4,106 tons, and 
the Manistee, another Cunard ves- 
se 3,869 tons, No details of the 
losses were gifen and no mention was 
made of the fate of the crews. 

‘It was believed by steamship agents 
here that some or all of the steam- 
ships may have been included in the 
list of sinkings announced from Lon- 
don Wednesday night, 

The Ultonia and Manistee, it was 
said, were bound with cargoes of 
grain and other food supyliés from 
New York for English ports and the 
Buffalo was returning from Hull for 
New York. The Haverford has been 
engaged in the Philadelphia-Liverpoo] 
service, but there was no information 
at hand tonight to show where she 
was bound when torpedoed. 

NEW YORK, June 29,—Neither tha 
steamship Ultonia, nor the Manistee, 
reported torpedoed and gunk, carried 
either passengers or troops, accord- 
ing to representatives of the Cunard 
line, who had not been officially in- 
formed tonight of the loss of the two 
vessels, 

The American liner Haverford, 
which was under British registry, was 
said to be the largets American’ line 
vessel which had yet fallen prey to a 
submarine. She was ,built at Clyde- 
bank, Scotland, in 1901, was 531 feet 
long, 69 feet beam and of 11,635 gross 
tons, 


OPPOSE FORCE WITH 
FORCE SAYS MARCIL 


French Nationalist Agitator Ad- 
dresses Anti-Conscription 


Meeting In Quebec. 


MONTREAL, June 29,—Tancrede 
Marcil, in his anti-conscription ad- 
dress in the suburb of Villeray, last 
night, for the first time in some weeks 
referred to the use of force if neces- 
sary to prevent the enforcement of 
conscription. 

“It ia not only necersary to say that 
we will take guns, that we will oppose 
force with force,” he said, ‘but there 
is something more needed. It is nec- 
essary to have moral courage, and de- 
termination and that the chief of the 
movement should always be on the 
spot.” 

Conscription, he said, would be 
passed; enforcing it will be another 
matter, he added, 

Mr. Marcil talked considerably of 
his organization in opposition to con- 
scription, “The Sons of Liberty,” say- 
ing that it had ramifications in every 
province in the Dominion, and that 
it was prepared to do big work.

The output in all these cases 
is largely steam coal and it is expect- 
ed that with the resumption of opera- 
tions it will still be possible to turn 
out a supply sufficiently large to meet 
the néeds of the coming fall and win- 
ter. There is likely to be a shortago 
of labor at the first, but the operators 
are inclined to believe that the men 
who have been out will gradually 
come back when they find that the 
tnines are running again. 

The agreement under which the 
mines are reopenin~ seems to \be en- 
tirely acceptable to the operators in 
the northern district. 


BALTIC FLEET TARS 
ACCEPT CHALLENGE 


Two Hundred Join Army To 
Lead Attack Upon The 
Germans,

PETROGRAD, June ,29.—Two hun- 
dred sailors from the Baltic fleet have 
appeared at Riga to join the army and 
lead in an attack upon the enemy, ac- 
cording to the Russian Kaya Volla. 
Their action, says the newspaper, was 
taken as the result of a declaration by 
an army officer that if 200 brave men 
willing to die gor their country could 
be found, the whole army would 
fight.” 

A fortnight ago a deputation from 
the fleet visited Riga, heard this of- 
ficer's assertion and repeated it upon 
returning to Hebing. 

Midshipman Stuerme declared he 
would accept the challenge and pro- 
ceeded to recruit the required number 
of heroes, who in due course were 
dispatched to Riga under command of 

idshipman Simonysky, Yesterday 
the men were sent to the front.

CONCLUDE IN 
COUPLE DAYS 


Divisions On Second Reading Con- 
scription Bill And Amendments 
On Wednesday. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


OTTAWA, June 29.—Not so much 
headway was made with the debate on 
the conscription bill in the house to- 
day, the speeches delivered being few- 
er in number and considerably longer 
than those of yesterday. It was stat- 
ed when the house met, however, by 
Sir Robert Borden that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier had intimated to him that 
the debate could probably be con- 
cluded in a couple of days. This 
means that the divisions on the sec- 
ond reading and its amendments are 
almost certain to take place on Wed- 
nesday next as planned, 

The speakers today were George 
Boivin, of Shefford; Claude MacDon- 
nel, of South Toronto; Captain W. F, 
Carroll, of Cape Breton, who js on 
leave of absence from overseas; W. A. 
Clark, of North Wellington; J. A. ©. 
Ethier, of Two Mountains, and H. 
Achim, of Labelle, whom, it will be 
recalled, seconded the motion for 
the six months’ hoist moved by Mr. 
Barrette and R. Lanctot of La Prai- 
rie. 

Mr. Boivin, Captain Carroll and Mr. 
Ethier and Mr. Lanctot supported the 
referendumré W. A. Clark and Claude 
MacDonnell were for the bill, while 
H. Achim favored the six months’ 
hoist. 

Mr. Boivin said that the lack of re- 
cruiting in Quebec was largely due 
to the treatment which was being 
received by French Canadians.. He 
said that the striking of regulation 17 
in the Ontario echool laws would send 
more French-Canadians to the front 
than conscription would. 

Captain Carroll asserted that the 
voluntary system had been a success 
in Nova Scotia and he believed it could 
be made successful elsewhere. He 
suggested that all the provinces 
should be asked to supply reinforce- 
ments for the battalions which they 
have at the front. Capt. Carroll said 
that labor would be much more fa- 
vorably disposed towards the bill if 
the government would make a definite 
promise to conscript wealth, 

Claude MacDonnell and Mr. Clark 
both urged the necessity of passing the 
measure as a means of providing im- 
mediate reinforcements for the Cana- 
dian divisions at the front. Mr. Mac- 
Donnell said that recriminations 
should be dropped and that all the 
provinces and all classes should unite 
in an effort to meet the need for ad- 
ditional nf@en. He did not think that 
labor leaders, including Mr. Verville 
spoke for labor when they stated that 
a general atrike as a protest against 
the enforcement of the bill might be 
inaugurated,

Ad- 
vertisements appeared in a French 
paper today announcing that men are 
required for the Thedford asbestos 
mines, and that all who work tn _ the 
mines will be exempt from military 
service. The advertisement § states 
that “the League of the Sona of Lib- 
erty .as a powerful organization 
which will make itself known at the 
proper time and place.” 


AMENDMENTS TO THE 
DOMINION LAND ACT 


Provision Made For Borrowing 
Money For Payment 
Of Land. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 29,—-Hon, W. J. 
Roche, in the commons this afternoon 
introduced a bill to amend the Do- 
minion Land act, Its chief provision 
is one which was suggested by George 
McCraney, member for Saskatoon, 
and which Dr. Roche has agreed tuo 
include in the government measure. 
The amendment will give the owner 
of purchased homestead or pre- 
emption who hag fulfilled all the re- 
quirements of the act except the pay- 
ment of the land a period of twelve 
months in which he may borrow 
money for the payment of the land. 

Another amendment provides that 
when a homesteader who owes money 
to the government for seed grain 
abandons his homestead, the new en- 
trant for the homestead must pay the 
government the money owed for the 
grain before he can secure possession. 


ALLENBY TAKES 


OVER COMMAND 
ARMY IN EGYPT 


Was Second In Command Of The 
Forces Now Investing 
Lens. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 29.—Official an- 
nouncement was made today that 
General Sir E. H. H. Allenby had or- 
rived in Egypt and taken command 
of the expeditionary forces. 

General Allenby went to France 
with the British expeditionary force 
at the beginning of the war and serv 
ed on the western front since thit 
time until his transfer to Egypt. He 
was recently in command of the Brit- 
ish troops on the right of General 
Horne, who is investigating Lens. His 
promotion t ot full rank of general 
was announced? in King George's 
day list of hondérs early this month. 

An official port on the» situation 
with the Egyptian expeditionary force 
was issued this/evening, as follows: 

“The general situation is unchang- 
ed. There has been considerable pa- 
trol activity, in which we have re- 
cured prisoners. Successful air raids 
have recently. been carried out. six 
hundred and, fifty pounds were drop- 
ped on a supply depot at Tulkeran on 
June 23, severely damaging rolling 
stock and station buildings. Bombs 
weighing 1,180 pounds were dropped 
on the airdrome at Ramles. On June 
2 fifty bombs were dropped on mil! 
tary establishments near Jerusalem.” 


CLOSED TOWNS 
OF BC. ARE 
TO BEOPENED 


Labor Men And Business People 
Get Foothold In Unique In- 
dustrial Centres. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

VICTORIA, B.C., June 29.—An- 
nouncement is made that all the so- 
called closed towns of British Co- 
lumbia are to be opened. The gov- 
ernment will take over twenty per 
cent. of the property in each of the 
townsites, The latter were unique as 
industrial centres. They include the 
fowng of Anyox, headquarters of the 
@ranby Copper company; Ocean Falls 
und Powell River, which contain pa- 
per mills, and Britannia, which is a 
copper mine headquarters. From one 
to three thousand employees are on 
the payrolls in each place. All are on 
the seacoast, approachable only from 
the waterfront. 

In each case an uniformed officer 
on the dock allowed only those who 
were regarded as desirable to land 
from steamers. Not only were the 
companies thus able to control the 
class of labor they wished to employ, 
but they kept out Industrial Work- 
ers of the World agitators and boot- 
leggers. If a workman arrived at 
Britannia with a bottle of liquor in 


his pocket, he was promptly put 
aboard the steamer again, ‘Com- 
pany” storeg did all the business 


ashore. All this is to be changed at 
the request of labor leaders and busi- 
ness people who wish to get a foot- 
hold in the new prosperous towns, 


NINE HOURS IN OPEN BOAT 

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., June 29.—

Premier Issues Message To 
People Of The 
Dominion. 


ON ANNIVERSARY 
OF CONFEDERATION 


Country Has Worthily Borne 
art With World 
Democracies. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


OTTAWA, June 29,—The — ight 
Hon, Sir Robert Borden, on the eve 
of the celebration of the fiftieth an- 


niversary of confederation of the 
Canadian provinces, issued a message 
to the Canadian people in which he 
utters the hope that the Dominion will 
not falter in her efforts to bear her 
part in the present struggle for civil- 
izaion and human _ freedom, The 
message is as follows: 

“To the People of Canada: 

“Amid the welter and horrors of 
a war which devastates civilization we 
pause for a moment to consider the 
Canada cf half a century ago and 
the Canada of teday. Much has been 
added to us; our boundaries have been 
vastly extended so as to embrace half 
a continent; our population has n@ar- 
ly trebled; there has been a measura- 
ble development of our resources; we 
have grown enormously in produc- 
tion, commerce and wealth, facilities 
of communication and transportation 
have been provided beyond all anti- 
cipation; the general conditions of 
life and standards of living have been 
conspicuously raised; education § fa- 
cilities have been greatly enlarged. 
In all these and many other inci- 
dents of the world's progress Canada 
has r@ore than held her own. 


“All this is impressive, but still 
more inspiring is the thought that 
during the half century which now 


draws to a close Canada has come to 
a fuller knowlege of her heritage 
and of the responsibility which it en- 
eils; to a clearer consciousness of 
national purpose and to a firmer con- 
fidence in her destiny. 

“The greatness of any nation rests 
in the last analysis upon the character 
of its people as exemplified in their 
ideas and by their capacity for sa*- 
rifice and devotion in fulfilling the 
national purpose. Judged by this ur- 
failing test, Canada stands unassailed 
before the world. In 1866, the year 
before confederation was born, Prus- 
sia snatched from Austria the hege- 
mony of the German states and too 
her first step along the awful path 
that has led her to the relentless issue 
which she forced upon humanity 
three years ago. Her challenge to 
civillzation and human freedom is be- 
ing answered beyond the seas by the 
free democracies of the world. Among 
them Canada has worthily taken her 
place and proudly borne her part. 
Thus would they have wished it who 
in 1867 laid the foundation of our 
liberties. Let us with resolute spirit 
so maintain our purpose and our ef- 
fort that in this last and greatest 
chapter of humanity's striving and 
triumph it shall be recorded of Can- 
ada that as at first she never hesitat- 
ed ,so to the end she never faltered.

SASK. GRAIN CROPS 
RAPID PROGRESS 


Prospects Are Very Encouraging 
Say Reports To Department 
Of Agriculture. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

REGINA, Sask., June 29.—-All grain 
crops in Saskatchewan are making 
rapid progress and prospects are very 
encouraging, is the sum and sub- 
stance of r rts received by the de- 
partment of Agriculture and issued to- 
night. Wheat is now in the shot 
blade in a great many places, al- 


though the frosts have retarded the 
growth in some parts, but the ma- 
jority of the grain is from eight to 
ten inches in height, Sufficient rain 


has now fallen to ensure good growth 
and warm weather is needed general- 
ly. Fifty per cent of the summer fal- 
lowing is already done and indica- 
tions point to a slight increase in the 
area to be fallowed. The hay crop 
will be slightly below the average, 
owing to the want of moisture earlier 
in the season. Pasturés are, however, 
improving since the rain came, Swine 
appear to be slightly on the decrease, 
owing, no doubt, to the high cost of 
feed, but good success is noted in 
the raising of hogs this season, the 
litters being well up to the average, 


NO INTERFERENCE 
WITH BEER AND WINE 


Prohibition Leaders Asked By 
President Wilson To Drop 


Fight, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, June 29,—Inter- 
vention of President Wilson today 
checked the “bone dry’’ national pro- 
hibition movement in congress, Con- 
finement of prohibiton legislation to 
distilled beverages without interfer- 
ence with manufacture of béer and 
wines, it is generally agreed, will re- 
sult. Prohibition leaders were asked 
by the president, in order to prevent 
delay in passing the food control bill, 
to drop their fight against the manu- 
facture of beer, wines and other light 
intoxicants. With a formal response 
from the ‘drys’ deferred, senate lead- 
era of all factions quickly reached an 
understanding to limit absolute pro- 
hibition to distilled spirits.

Germans Claim Oe 

According to Berlin e Germans 
have captured French positions along 
the Malancourt-Esnes road in the 
Verdun sector 2,000 metres in length 
to a depth of 500 metres and re- 
pulsed French attacks delivered in 
an endeavor to regain the lost ground, 
The claim is also made that in the 
Avocourt wood the Germans stormed 
a French position over @ front of 300 
metres. 

Field Marshal Haig’s forces in an 
offensive in the region of Oppy, have 
taken German positions on a front of 
two thousand yards and have forced 
their way into the town of Avion, two 
miles south of Lens. In addition suc- 
cessful trench raiding operations were 
carried out north of Cherisy and 
southeast of Loos, In the fighting 
around Oppy and south of the Sou- 
chez river 247 prisoners and 12 ma- 
chine guns were captured by the Brit- 
ish, 
Minor operations continue on the 
Ruesian, Austro-Italian and Mace- 
donian fronts. Along the Persian- 
Mesopotamian frontier there has been 
considerable activity in which the 
Turks have forced the Russians to re- 
cross the Abis Hirman river south of 
Baneh. 

Cost Many Lives 

PARIS, June 29.—The following of- 
ficial communication was issued this 
evening: ‘The enemy, after his 
bloody defeat last night in the region 
of Cerny, directed some new attacks 
against our positoins to the northeast 
of this village. After several vain at- 
tempts which cost them heavy losses 
the Germans succeeded in gaining the 
first line elements whence they had 
been expelled,

Venizelos Perfecting Military Or- 
ganization—Calling Out The 
Untrained Classes.

ATHENS, June 29.—Premier Vent- 
zelos, in his speech to the people, af- 
ter taking the oath of office at the 
palace yesterday, said that Greece's 
place was beside democracy, The na- 
tion was struggling for freedom of the 
world against the two central powers 
with whom Greece's hereditary ene- 
mies were allied. 

“We realize,” the premier said,

our movement, we must vitalize It 
military organization, which has fal- 
len into such decay, and bring about 
a fusion of the two armies.

CANNON VIED’

Spectacular Attack On Lens By 
British Troops In Raging 
Thunderstorm, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Juve 29.—A correspondent 
of the Associated Press describing the 
operations near Lens, writes: 

There had been an hour's lull in 
the artillery fire and almost complete 
silence reigned over the battlefields 
when, just after seven o'clock in the 
evening, tumult began, Heavy storm 
clouds had hung low and menacing 
since late in the afternoon, and, only 
a few moments after the heavy guns 


went into action, the storm broke 
with great fury. 
The combined effect of cannon 


flashes and lightning bolts prevailed 
from well north of Lens almost to 
the River Scarpe, but the infantry 
attack was confined to the vicinity oft 
Lens, Just before the battle started, 
the air was filled with Jriti#h air- 
planes and there was not a German 
machine in sight. Har back of the 
German lines, however, there were 
several of their observation balloons, 
but a smoke barrage and the heavy 
gloom of the storm seon blinded the 
German observers, 

One British triplane played about 
amid the elements and the roar of 
the artillery as if the pilot were fly- 
ing in great glee, He entertained the 
gunners and the waiting infantry 
with a wonderful exhibition of nose 
diving, spinning and pirouetting. 
Then he flew low over the British 
gun emplacements and trenches, wav- 
ing his hand in salute and encourage- 
ment to his comrades,

Lieut. Owen intimates that other 
letters have been forwarded, but this 
is the first that has been received by 
his wife.

In 1913 he received an invitation 
to Wesley church, Lethbridge, where 
he was for four years, During jis 
pastorate there the membership has 
doubled and a new church was com- 
pleted Mr. Cobbledick took a keen 
interest in civic matters as weil, and 
before he left very complimentary 
resolutions were presented to him, and 
Mrs, Cobbledick was presented with a 
Well filled purse, and Miss Cobbledick 
with a very pretty souvenir from the 
large music club of which she was 
the director 

Mr. Cobbledick's closing service last 
Sunday night was very large and im- 
pressive The Masonite fraternity at- 
tended in a body for their annual 
church services, 


PTE. JOHN PERRY | 
KILLED IN ACTION 


Former Dominion Surveyor Had 
Enlisted In An Edmonton 
Battalion. . 


Official confirmation was received 
yesterday morning by Mrs. T. M. Per- 
ry, of Jasper Place, that her husband, 
Vte Joha Perry, who left Edmonton 
with the 148th battalion, had been 
killed in action on June Sth, during 
the recent fighting on the western 
front in France, The announcemet 
of Pte, Perry's death had been made 
in the press casualty lists Saturday 
but, through someone's error, the de- 
partment notification had been sent 
to a wrong address, The first intima- 
tion that Mrs, Perry had of it was 
when she saw the name in The Bulle- 
tin Saturday morning, just after she 
had finished the perusal of a letter 
from her husband which had come tn 
the mail, 

Pte, Perry had been for seven or 
elght years in Canada and, previous 
to enlisting, was a dominion govern- 
ment surveyor who had done much 
work in the north country, much of 
it in the Fort McMurray district, His 
widow, who before her marriage was 
Miss Murray, a achool teacher, is well 
known .to many Edmonton people, 
who deeply sympathize with her in 
her bereavement, Mr. and Mra, Per- 
ry were married only six weeks be- 
fore his departure for overseas. Pte. 
Perry signed on last August and left 
Edmonton Noy, 7th, at the same time 
that Mrs, Perry's father and her 
brother, Hugh, went away, He was 
an old Imperial army man, having 
served in the Sth Hussars. He was 
also a veteran of the South African 
war, He was born at birr, King's 
county, Ireland, 84 years ago and 
leaves a brother and five cisters in 
the old country. 

Mrs. Perry has a father and two 
brothers now overseas The former, 
Dr, J. K. Murray, is now in charge of 
Bramshott military hospital. He left 
Edmonton as @ sergeant in the Army 
Medical Corps. One of the brothers, 
Pte, Lawrence Perry, lost an arm in 
battle and is now an inmate of the 
military hospital at Chatham, Eng. 
The elder brother, Pte, Hugh Murray, 
another former 148th battalion man, 
was wounded at Vimy Ridge, receiv- 
ing seven shrapnel bullets in his 
shoulder, which will probably result 
in the loss of his arm. He is now at 
the military hospital at Epsom, Eng.

CITY MAY BE 
| THIRTY MILLS

|Rate Not Yet Definitely Fixed 
Awaiting Question of Civic 
Loans—Rate For Last Year 
Was 21 Mills. 


What the mill rate for taxation wil) 
be this year is a matter of consider- 
able interest to many citizens, At the 

| meeting of the Property Owners’ As- 
sociation on Thursday night it was an 
nouneed that the rate would be some- 
thing like 30 mille or over, This, how- 
ever, Is not official and City Assessor 
Walker says that it is impossible to 
give any correct estimate just yet un- 
til the question of the city loans have 
been wettled and has been ascertained 
whether any extra levies will have to 
be made or not, The assessment last 
year was 21 mills 

Unless some special levy has to be 
made, probably the statement made at 
the Property Owners’ meeting may te 
somewhere near the mark, , 

Reason for Increase, 

One feature which tends to some 
increase in the mill rate is the fact 
that assessments this year have been 
largely reduced throughout the city. 
This is clearly shown by the assess- 
ment return prepared by Assessor 
Walker. This year assessments were 
carried out on the zone system, and 
the city being divided into three, an 
inner, central end outer circle, and 
assessments were made in each dis- 
trict according to the improvements 
carried and the presumed value of the 
property. 

Total Asscssment. 

The total assessment this year is 
$100,493,080 against $130,892,135, 
showing a reduction of $30,398,655. 
The assessment for last year, included 
$371,090 in property for school pur- 
poses alone, which is not assessed at 
all this year. 

A better idea of the reductions will 
be gained if the radius of the different 
zones are given, District I. includes 
the least property and is bounded on 
the north by Alberta Ave., on the west 
by 127th street, on the east by the Ex- 
hibition graginds. On the south alde of 
the river the bounds are University 
grounds on the west, University ave- 
nue on the south and Mill Creek on 
the east. In district I. this year's as- 
sessment amounted to $76,784,120. 
whereas last year it stood at $92,184,- 
610. 

District 2 is bounded on the north 
by the Grand Trunk right-of-way, on 
the west by 147th street, and on the 
east by 68th stret, Kennedale. On the 
south side the bounds are, on the west 
123rd street (Windsor Park), on the 
south by 69th Ave (Parkdale), in the 
cast by 87th street Here the asseas- 
ment is $16,852,675 against $25,780,- 
885 last year. 

District 8 includes all the property 

te of the above bounds to the 
city limits, and the assessment on this 
amounted to $6,856,285 this year 
against $12,926,740 on the same pro- 
perty last year, 
‘Tax Arrears, 

Coming to the matter of tax arrears 
Assessor Walker states that tax ar- 
rears at June 26, 1917, stood at $3,- 
$08,963.59 for 1913-14-15 taxes and 
$1,590,506.81 was unpaid on the 
1916 tax levy. 

For the period from January 1st to 
June 26, 1917, the collections on tax 
arrears were 1918-14-15 arrears, 
$280,971.02; 1916 arrears, $74,815.61 

Tax arears at December 3ist, 1916, 
were: 1913-14-15 arrears, $3,584,934.- 
61; 1916 arrears, $1,665,322.42

‘eal experiment as the Constitution 
of the United States. The history 
of the Dominiun has justified the 
misgivings of its founders that the 
inharmonious forces which 
brought it into being might also 
bring it to destruction. Fortun- 
ately it has also justified their 
faith that the structure would be 
able to withstand the stress, and 
that the growth of mutal inter- 
ests would discount the influence 
of antagonistic ideals. Confeder- 
ation stands today unquestionably 
better than anything that preced- 
ed it and better than anything 
that could replace it. Despite the 
rumblings and the ravings in Que- 
bee, it may be taken that the Do- 
minion of Canada has passed the 
experimental stage, and is num- 
bered among the permanent na- 
tional structures of the world.

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THE LOYALTY OF LAURIER. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is accused 
by the newspaper supporters of 
the Government in the English- 
provinces ,of having 
created the anti-constription agi- 
tation in Quebec—or at least of 
being responsible for its existence. 
The question of conscription— 
meaning conscription for overseas 
service—first came under public 


occasion was the passage of the 
Naval Service Act by the Laurier 
Government. This was the first 
occasion in Canadian history 
when the principle of participa- 
tion of Canada in the Empire’s 
wars was recognized by Canadian 
legislation. For having passed 
this measure the Laurier Govern- 
ment was bitterly opposed in the 
province of Quebec by Bourassa 
and his followers—called Nation- 
alists. First, and chiefly, on the 
ground that Canada should not 
render war service, either on sea 
or land, to the Empire, except for 
the direct defence of Canada, And 
second, because the establishment 
of a Canadian navy for the ex- 
press purpose of taking part in 
the general defence of the Em- 
pire was only a cloak for ultimate 
conscription for overseas service. 

This campaign was financially 
aided by the Conservative party, 
then in opposition, and in other 
respects received the active co- 
operation of that party. It was 
so successful that as a result of 
the elections of 1911 the Liberal 
representatives from the province 
of Quebec—elected on a policy of 
voluntary service in the Empire’s 
wars—was reduced: to 37, as 
against a representation of 28 Na- 
tionalists and Conservatives, all 
elected as opposed to, conscription 
for overseas service, and nearly all 
equally opposed to voluntary 
participation by Canada in the 
Empire’s wars. During this con- 
test it was possible for the Liberal 
leader and his followers to carry 
a majority—although only a small 
majority—of the Quebec people 
with them on the principle of 
voluntary service overseas. It is 
obvious that that would not have 
been possible had they advocated 
compulsory service. Against the 
combined attack of Tory and Na- 
tionalist, in order to carry the 
voluntary principle, they were 
compelled to definitely oppose 
compulsion. There was no rea- 
son why they should not, There 
was no prospect of conditions as 
they exist today. No one had 
foretold or anticipated those con- 
ditions. 

Under these circumstances, and 
for these reasons, the great 
Liberal leader and his loyal fol- 
lowing in the province of Quebec 
pledged themselves against con- 
scription. Their position was 
absolutely sound and their reasons 
were those of loyalty and service 
to the cause of the Empire and of 
liberty. 

New conditions have arisen. 
The unexpected has happened. 
The Empire and the world’s 
liberty are in danger. The ques- 
tion of conscription of men for 
overseas service comes up. The 
Liberal leader is confronted on 
the one hand by his solemn pledge 
to his people, given in 1911, and 
on the other by the urgent need 
of the hour for the conscription 
of men. On one hand are the 
same forces that co-operated so 
successfully in 1911 against the 
defence of the Empire still in ac- 
tive co-operation, and carrying on 
a precisely similar campaign—one 
section openly preaching sedition 
and the other financing them in 
doing so—while on the other are 
those who trusted him in 1911, 
and who trust him yet, that the 
pledge he gave shall stand good. 
His position is: ‘‘T cannot, I will 
not, break my promise. Once 
given it is sacred. But asa loyal 
citizen of Canada and speaking for 
my . French-speaking Liberal 
friends of the province of Quebec 
—also loyal citizens of Canada— 
if the electors of Canada by their 
votes declare for conscription for 
overseas service, I and my friends 
will accept the decision of the ma- 
jority, and will give our loyal! 
support to its fulfilment,’’ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier did not 
create the Quebec difficulty in 
regard to conscription. It was 
created by the present Govern- 
ment and its friends when in op- 
position, for the sake of attaining 
power. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
offers a solution of the difficulty, 
which does not touch or affect 
their hold on power; a solution 
absolutely in accord with the 
foundation principles of Liberal- 
ism, and with his own honor. If 
there is a Quebec difficulty, as 
Sir George Foster has said there 
is, the blame should be placed on 
those who created it, not on those 
for whose destruction it was 
created, and who have offered a 
proper and obvious solution of it.

I read an editorial in the ‘Farmers’ 
Advocate" where the editor actually 
said the best cure for high cost of liv- 
ing was high cost of living, as it was 
the only way to make the people 
realize that there was a shortage of 
food and thereby help to speed up 
production, T am not, personally or 
otherwise, acquainted with this editor, 
but it is evident he is either on the 
wrong trail or a rich man, as a poor 
man very seldom in this or any other 
country gets more to eat than he needs 
and never of too high a quality in nor- 
mal times; so if on account of high 
price he gets less it is certain that he 
gets less than he needs and the rich 
man eats just as much as he pleases, 
Why didn’t this bright editor suggest 
cutting the wages, as it was just as 
sure a means of making him eat less, 
thereby conserving the supply, but, of 
course, it would not look so good, es- 
pecially to the rich, or would-be rich 
party, or we might honestly say, para- 
site, who wants to pocket the extra 
profits, 

My opinion is the high cost of living 
is not caused by any shortage but by 
the wrong system of gelling. Why 
should supply and demand set price? 
Is it not more reasonable to use cost 
of production as a basis for selling 
price and then the producer who is 
entitled to it and not the profiteer, 
would get the fruits of his labors, To 
illustrate my meaning, let us suppose 
that a certain city or number of 
people were dependent on some party 
for their supply of potatoes and this 
party secured a sufficient supply at a 
reasonable price but by carelessness 
or some other reason caused half the 
supply to be destroyed, he would ac- 
cording to our present system have in- 
creased the price 100 per cent. and the 
consumers, through no fault of their 
own, would have to pay twice as 
much as the potatoes were worth, 
But many of our present day finan- 
cleré can easily beat this by buying up 
large quantities and storing, or to be 
more correct, hiding it until a searcity 
of whatever they hide appears and 
then like Joseph of old they appear on 
the scene with their wares and tell 
the people had dt not been for their 
foresight they, the unthoughtful 
people, would have had to starve, but 
of course, unlike Joseph, they do not 
forget to at least double the price. The

“About 200 Ibs. each, and at ten 
cents per pound, it will make $20 per 
pig,” replied the lad who was good at 
arithmetic. 

“That's $2,500 for this bunch of lit- 
tle fellows,” came as an afterthought. 

“Where is your father?” asked the 
reporter. 

“Away up north to buy another 
farm,” replied the lads, who started 
off to the grain field to finish the seed- 
ing of the grain crop, much of which 
was to go to feed this bunch of 125 
litle pigs in the fall and winter that 
is just now past. 

The conversation with the boys, 
Was repeated to Mr, Samis later, 

“Well, I bought the other farm,” 
replied the father, and as a further 
example of the profit available from

Gold Find Reports From Peace 
River Canyon Are Endorsed by 
_ Old Timers of the Northland 


WT 


The short article in Tuesday's Bulle- 
tin from Peace River, staténg that 
prospecting parties had reported find- 
ing gold tn paying quantities near the 
head of the Peace Canyon, above 
Hudson's Hope, is considered quite 
correct by old-timers, as it is well 
known that gold has for many years 
been profitably mined along the head 
waters of the Peace. It is not likely 
nowever, that the find spoken of is of 
any very great consequence, as the 
territory where the strike is said to be 
made haa for years been mined and 
prospected, 

When the gold diggings of the Cari- 
bou district, in British Columbia, be- 
gan to fall, in the sixties, many of the 


minera of those diggings drifted 
across the Rockies and down the 
streams entering the Peace. At one 


point on the Finlay river rich dirt was 
found, and while no statistics were 
kept that proved reliable it Is suppos- 
ed that considerably over a million 
dollars of placer gold was taken out 
before the gravel beds were worked 
out. Most of the miners then went 
the way of all old prospectors, those 
who struck it rich heading for the 
Barbary coast of ‘Frisco and the 
others making their way down stream 
to the river bars, in which fine gold 
could be found during low water, 
Many of these old-timers bullt com 
fortable cabina and for many years 
worked the bars during the summer, 
spending the winters at outside points. 
The life was a hard one and few made 
the proposition pay heyond just 
enough to bring in another summer's 
supplies. 

It was from these diggings came in 
‘66 the romantic character known as 
Six-foot Davis, whose remains now lie 
on the high hill overlooking the vil 
lage of Peace River. His body was 
taken there from Grouard, through

“HOT WEATHER” 
THEORY FALSE 
SAYS EXPERT 


————— 


Air Pressure Should Not Se 
Reduced In Hot 
Weather. 


(By 8S. W Johnson, Manager of Goodyear 
Service Department), 
“With the return of the summer 
months come the days that are costly 
to thousands of motorists. Due to the 
belief that prevails among hosts of 
car owners as to the effect of hot 
Weather on automobile tires. It is sur- 
prising how many motorists still be- 
Heve that in hot weather the air in a 


tire expands to the danger point 
Why this wrong impression should 
have gained such wide circulation is 


difficult to explain, There is nothing 
in the “hot weather” theory. 

It is true, of course, that on a hot 
day, the air in a tire expands some- 
what—but so slightly as to be negi- 
gible in its effect. Internal tire heat 
does not result from the temperature 
of the outside air, but from the con- 
stant bending of the tire as it rolls 
along the street, And no season is 
exempt. Whether in winter or sum- 
mer, tires generate the same degree of 
heat. In winter the effect is not so 
prominent because of the more rapid 
equalization of temperature within 


‘and without the tire. 


The practice of running tires at less 
than recommended pressure in warm 
weather to overcome expansion ten- 
dencies, instead of saving tires and 
money, has cosi ile motorists of the 
continent many millions of dollars. 

The modern pneumatic tire appears 
to be a pathetically frail structure to 
many car owners—so the advent of a 
hot day js a signal to them to reduce 
air pressures. But tires are not so 
fragile as some car owners imagine. 
They are built to withstand four and 
five times recommended pressures. 
Recently a boy attempted to Inflate 
a set of tires on his father's car with 
an air hose, and had actuaily put 400 
pounds air pressure on one tire, be- 
fore discovered, 

When tires are run under-inflated 
In hot weather to combat air expen- 
sion, there is increased bending or 
flexing of the sides of the tires, which 
Incidentally, creates more heat— 
which is just the condtion to avoid 
Soon the strength of the cotton fibres 
{s broken down and the motorist is 
treated to the unwelcome sound of 
the blowout, 

Whatever expansion occurs in a tire 
while running, is lost again after the 


ear has stood for a short time—and 
{f alr has been removed from the 
tires In the meantime, they are then 


subject to all the 
Inflation, 

Hundreds of tests have proved that 
no tire is in danger of blowing out 
because of hot weather expansion of 
nir, when tires are inflated to recom- 
ended pressures. Motorists should 
efuse to be misled by the “hot wea- 
ther’ theory—there is nothing in it 
worth mentioning.

Those who have signed on for the 
Canadian Naval Reserve will bring 
the number up to half a hundred by 
the first of July, All of which goes 
to show that although recruiting’ has 
slowed down materially from the 
time when a whole battalion . was 
raised ir a few weeks it has not stop:

Medical Test Severe. 

Probably three times as many men 
offered themselves in the various ser- 
vices, but there has been no letting 
down of the strict medical examina- 
tion, and for every one who is signed 
and attested two are rejected. The 
recruiting officers grit their teeth and 
say things under their breath which 
are contrary to the military regula- 
tions in such case made and provided, 
but the examining board serenely goes 
jis way, and weak heart, weak lungs, 
varicose veins, flat foot and other all- 
ments do thelr work with deadly 
effect in weeding out the unfit. To 
be sure, they ar, telling such stories 
as that of a certain recruit for the 
Ruthenian forestry company, who 
was “turned down” by the doctors 
but who, when he had shaved his 
moustache and waited a week, tried 
again and this time passed with fly- 
ing colors, But this tale may be 
upocryphal, It is certainly an excep- 
tion, Usually once rejected it is stay 
rejected. The judgment of the board 
is like unto the law of the Meedes and 
Persians, which altereth not. 

Four Units Recruiting Here, 


A few months ago there were a 
dozen units recruiting men in Edmon- 
ton.

name for itself in many hot engage- 
ments and tight corners. It is simply 
remarkable how many good old C, B, 


of C, men one runs across out here 
and in England. They seem to be 
everywhere and in every capacity; 


many a good old gossip I have enjoyed 
over old Bank days. One of the boys 
I have regretted never having been 
able to run across is Billy Gibson, al- 
though +I have heard of him repeat- 
edly. 

“Winter weather jp the front line 
trenches was not exactly 4s pleasant as 
& comfortable office, but, honestly, 
with mud hip deep and rain and cold, 
it is hard to find @ grouch; and, no 
matter under what conditions, there 
is a perpetual smile on the faces of al. 
our splendid fellows. Everywhere is 
the firm belief that the Bosche is beat- 
en at his own game, and it is only a 
matter of time until he is made to 
crawl, Our artillery is magnificient, 
and one of the most agreeable sights 
one can imagine is some of our ‘heav- 
ies’ pounding the very daylights out of 
Fritz’s trenches, and to see the air 
fairly crowded with sand bags, trench 
mats, earth, etc., etc,, and occasionally 
other things that look more human, 

“There is rather a good story told 
over here of a young chaplain who re- 
turned to England a short time ago 
and was asked to take part in the ser- 
vice of a large city chureh; ineident- 
ally, he had taken considerable inter- 
est in drill. The church was crowded 
and several soldiers were standing to 
attention immediately in front of the 
reading desk. The tesson was the 
parable of the Prodigal Son, a certain 
passage of which the chaplain read as 
follows, with his eye on the men in 
uniform standing to attention in the 
front row!—-
